Although the actién of the meeting 
in following the president’s wishes was 
diametrically opposed to McCumber’s 
plan, it is now conceded that he wilt 
not pursue the matter further. Not 
that he is satisfied with the resolu- 
tion accepted, but that he is prohibited 
from opposing the decision from hav- 
ing participated in the caucus. This 
is one o! the staunch rules of all par- 
ty meetings. 

The resolution adopted by the cau- 
cus promises to take up the bonus im- 
w.ediately after passage of the tariff, 
and was proposed as a political docu- 
ment to appease Senator McCumber, 
as well as an aid to republicans in 
the primaries. Something of an ex- 
pose of this is planned for Tuesday 
or Wednesday, when democratic sen- 
ators will move to consider the bonus 
at once. The unsettled date is said to 
be attributed to Senator Harrison's 
absence, and a request from him that 
the matter await his return. 

_ Put G. O. P. on Record. 

Democratic members, joined by sev- 
eral republican senators who refused to 
take part in the caucus today, will de- 
mand on the floor that the compensa- 
tion measure be immediately consider- 
ed. The move will be designed to serve 
the purpose of putting republicans on 
‘record as against early action. 

Meanwhile speculation increases on 
the ability of President Harding to re- 
peat bis successes of today in clearing 
the congressional docket. Observers 
who have been associated with affairs 
of the capitol declare that never in the 
history of congress has there been 
such a legislative jam. 

Three major issues—the tariff, che 
bonus and the subsidy—are yet to be 
dealt with by one or both branches of 
congress. And the appropriations for 
the most part are yet matters of con- 
treversy. Further, the day at the cap- 
itol is counted lost when there is no 
bitter partisan debate to consume time 
and to complicate business. 

Alaska Trip Abandoned. 

Such is the jam that the president 
has definitely abandoned his plans for 
a trip to Alaska. Mr. Harding has 
said repeatedly that he would not 
leave Washington with congress still 
on the job, and there is no possibility 
of an adjournment for months, 

Republican senators continue to 
press demands for a cloture rule, and 
may attempt to bring it up again; but 
cloture itself would precipitate a fili- 
buster which would consume more 
time than ordinary discussion requires, 
and there is no sentiment for its 
pessage.

The cargoes of the seven ves- 
sels are valued at around $3,000,000. |

Richmond, Va., June 19.—Re-living 
in memory the hopes and fears of '61 
and 6, Richmond today .opened wide 
her gates and with love and admira- 
tion welcomed the surviving band of 
gray-coated men, who by their valor, 
made immortal the armies of Lee and 
Jackson. 


Hundreds who rallied about the 
brilliant Stuart, who charged with the 
gallant Forrest, some who trailed with 
the dashing Mosby; others who were 
the gray navy’s seamen—men who 
drew sabres, shouldered musket, and 
cannoned under the leadership of fa- 
mous southern chieftains, are assem- 
bled here for the thirty-second an- 
nual reunion of the Union Confed- 
erate veterans, : 

From the — hills of Maryland 
and the purple valleys of Virginia, 
from the yellow sand:. of Texas plains, 
from the Gulf waters and even frum 
the shores of the far Pacific they have 
come together again to worship at the 
shrine of an unforgotten cause—in the 
city that once was their beloved capi- 
tal’: and the heart of an ever-to-be- 
remembered confederacy. 


50,000 Visitors. 


The silent woods and fields in and 
about the historic city, which once 


were loud with strife, today are alive | 


with the voices of this fast-thinning 
band. Slow treading, bent with age 
and touched to gray by the hand of 
time, some so ‘ble they cannot 
walk, others with eyes so dim they 
can bar: ly see, their diminishing ranks 
now nfimbering not more than 4,000, 
fare reuniting and living again in com- 
radeship and ties hallowed by sacred 
recollections. That gallant army of 
600,000 men that followed the Stars 
and Bars (0 yea-s ogo has less. ned 
and iessenel] in pumber with the 
passing years until their ranxs have 
become as elusive as a far sra-line 
dimly pencilled on the sky of the 
present. : 

With the old soldiers, their families 
and friends, it is estimated that Rich- 
mond today is host to approximately 
50,000 visitors. The reunion will not 
officially open until tomorrow morning. 
In the meantime the grizzle. veterans 
are being quartered in Richmond 
homes where every attention and lov- 
ing care is being extended. Younger 
visitors are being lodged in hotels and 
public buildings. In the Jatter, hun- 
dreds of army cots, loaneu by the war 
department, have been provided. 


Opening Sessions. 


Late today the program of reunion 
week opened with the annual conven- 
tion of the Confederate Southern 
Memorial association, followed tonight 
by the opening of the yearly sessions 
of the Sons of Confederate Veterans. 
At the meeting of the Sons the spon- 
sors, maids of honor, and chaperons 
were presented by Senator Pat Har- 
rison, of Mississippi. Addresses of | 
welco. . on behalf of Virginia and the 
city of Richmond were delivered by 
Governor Trinkle and Mayor Ainslie, 
respectively, The memorial associa- 
tion's meeting was taken up with com- 
mittee reports and routine matters. 

With the city in a gay, but rever- 
ent mood, every building is splashed 
with bunting and flags—eloquent in 
color and sentiment. On Monument 
avenue veterans and visitors are stroll- 
ing about the great statues of Davis, 
Lee, Jackson, Stuart and Hill, Jack- 
son’s figure, sombre and majestic as 
a cathedral; Lee’s patrician and noble, 
and stainless as a saint’s. 

Not far away legions of the confed- 
erate dead sleép row on row in their 
woodland resting places in famous 
Hollywood cemetery. As if to com- 
mune wjth comrades who more than a 
half century ago entered the portals 
of death, gray-coated veterans are 
seen strollit® about the simply-mark- 
ed graves. Shrunken bodies and with- 
ered hands, faces wan and wrinkled 
as old parchment, they stand silently 
beside the mounds which to them are 
as sacred as an unversed prayer. 
With bowed heads and reverent gest- 
ures, it is as if their thoughts were 
turned to the lines of Virginia Frazer 
Boyle, poet-laureat of th Unitd Con- 
federate veterans: 


“Sing low, Oh voices singing in the 
Silence 
Breath low, Oh prayer of faith upon 
the sod, 
For we are calling, calling in our 
sadness, 
Dear souls that went to God.” 


Trains Pour In. 

Yast night and today special trains 
from every state in the south were ar- 
riving with members of veterans 
camps, maids and sponsors and vet- 
erans’ families and friends. Busy 
scenes were enacted at the railroad 
stations as the old soldiers disem- 
barked. Tattered and torn battle 
flags were unfurled, sabre and saddle 
and ancient musket were taken from 
sacred places. In a number of in- 
stances veterans came wearing the 
grey clothes with which they went 
into battle 60 years ago. 

Against the background of white- 
haired old warriors are the fresh 
faces and forms of the maids of hon- 
or and sponsors, flowers of the young- 
er generation of the south’s woman- 
hood, come to honor the memory of 
the dead and pay tender tribute to the 
living.

Use of Glands, 


Dr. Roy Upham, of Brooklyn, presi- 
dent of the homcopaths, angounced in 
an address that an invitation had

| Attack on Equalization Law 
__Is Attack on County Credits 


Editor Constitution: Those who are 
urging ré of the equalization law 
are unaware of the dyuamite they 
are handing. Without knowing it, 
they are ussaulting the raterests most 
dear to the people of Georgia. A 
young lawyer was arguing his first 
case before an old justice of the peace 
who finaily interrupted him by suy- 
ing, “Colonel, ain’t you agin the side 
you are for?” This is the position 
of many who are juining in the un- 
thinking cry againct this measure. 

Attack on Schovts and Pensions, 

During the year 1921 the report of 
the State treasurer shows there was 
paid for schools $3,915,780.04, and 
for pensions, $2,502,930.00, making a 
sum total of $6,421,710.04, while the 
sum total received by the state from 
all ad valorem taxes amounted to $6,- 
256,534.07. ‘hus these two items for 
schools and pensions exceeded all the 
taxes paid on property. It is ad- 
mitted that if the equalization law is 
repealed, the ad valorem taxes will be 
cut in half. Therefore, where will 
the money come from to pay for 
schools and pensions? Will not the 
schools be closed and the pensioners 
cut off? ' 

The law provides that 50 per cent 
of the revenue of the state shall go 
to common schools. If the returns 
of property be cut in half, what will 

me of the schools? 

The shrewdest and most desperate 
enemy of the common schools could 


than to loudly preach the advantages 
of education and then cut off the 
¢noney to provide it. But this is not 
the worst of it. 


to Sehools. 

The constitutional amendment of 
1919 allowed counties and school dis- 
tricts to ‘evy a local tax for school 
purposes not to exceed five mills, upon 
4 vote a8 prescribed. It will readily 
be seen tiaat if the tax returns be les- 
sened, the revenue from this levy will 
be correspondingly jessened, and con- 
stitute a direct attack on the school 
system. ‘ihe general county expenses 
will not be affected and the people 


for schools, since the county authori- 
ties will «:mply increase the rate in 
proportion as the returns diminish. 

_ Therefore. it wit! be seen by any 
citizen who will give the subject a 
minute’s thought that the effect of the 
repeal of the equalization law will be 
directly a tremendous reduction of the 
school fund. both state and local, and 
4 necessury attack on the pension 
fund, sincé these two funds constitute 
the entire ad valorem revenue of the 
state, > 

Pensions. 

¢ Too often has the legislature and 
the people been led by the hysteria of 
the mome'it into hasty action without 
knowing the result of their vote. 

The money belongs to the tax payer 
and he can increare his burdens in- 
definitely, but he ought to know what 
he is doing. One principle is certain: 
that he cannot vote money and then 
complain of his taxes. 

Two constitutional amendments 
were adopted in the Iast four years 
on the subject of pensions, not ogly 
allowing pensions without regard to 
the wealth of the pensioner, but also 
granting pensions :o any veteran com- 
nt‘ from any state who resided in 
Georgia January 1 1920. This last 
item alone, if appropriated, would re- 
auire an increase of the annual pen- 
sion expenditure of nearly $800,000. 

And then the legislature passed an’ 

act providing for an increase each 
year of the pensions granted to the 
recipient. 
Who will suggest that the payment 
of these appropriations be made, and 
at the same time cut off the only 
source of revenue that would satisfy 
the claims of even the old class of 
most deservimg pensioners? 

County Credits and Farmers. 

’ For various local improvements, the 
counties of this state have issued 
bends which their citizens voted. The 
sales were effected on the basis of 
their present returns of value. It 
was necessary they should come with- 
in the constitutional limit and also 
that a levy be provided to pay them. 
How will it affect these securities to 
cut the returns now in half? Is it 
pursuing good faith with those who 
purchased the bonds on the basis of 
represented conditions? 

In addition, the government is in- 
augurating various plans to aid the 
farmer in obtaining loans on easy 
terms and at low rates of interest. 
Not exceeding 50 per cent of the 
velue is lent, and the tax return is 
influential in determining this value. 
Will not the damage from the repeal 
of this law be greater than the bene- 
fir to our citizens engaged in agri- 
culture? 

Local Taxes the Real Burden. 
The attack on the equalization law 
necessarily means a complaint against 
the state levy of five mills. This is 
insignificant as compared with the 
local burdens which the citizens place 
on themselves. The newspaper of a 
town in this state says total tax levied 
on a citizen there is 6.83 per cent. If 
the entire five mills be subtracted, 
there would be left 6.78 per cent tax. 
In a lesser degree, this is the case all 
over Georgia. The local taxes, self 
imposed, rendered necessary by am- 
bitious communities and by heavy 
bond issues whose interest and sink- 
ing funds must be provided for, oc- 
casion the heavy burden on the tax 
payer. An enthusiastic speaker ex- 
cites the people into making debts, 
but does not remind them of the in- 
evitable payday, followed by the 
sheriff's sales. at we must do is 
to see that in no way, and under no 
disguise, is the state rate increased, 
ror more money extorted under any 


device. 
The Equalization Law. 

This equalization law only means 
to equalize the burdens of the tax- 
payers. Every citizen gets the same 
benefit from the state and should 
pay in proportion what he has. Its 
administration is left to each county 
and is the embodiment of home- 
rule. Nobody can complain of the 
principle ande the correction of any 
administrative details is in the hands 
of the home folks. Jt is a law which 
recuires no change in the constitu- 
tion, but id in accordance with it and 
conceived in accordance with its pro- 
visions. 

If some county, by common consent, 
accepts lower returns than it should, 
in proportion to the value of its 
londs, of course authority should be 
vested somewhere to prevent this in-

Achievements. 


The state of Georgia has been con- 
stantly increasing its activities in 
behalf of its citizens, expending more 
money for schools and pensions than 
any state in the union. These ob- 
jects of expenditure, together with 
over $1,000,000 given to the state 
sanitarium, leave only an inconsider- 
able sum of the state’s revenues, The. 
people’s representatives have voted 
the appropriations, largely under the 
people’s direct command, through 
constitutional amendments, and of 
course the money had to be collected 
through taxes. °

: of the Law. 

The object of the equalization law 
is to equalize, not to raise taxes. All 
over this state, where the small owner 
has over-valued his land, in dispro- 
portion with his wealthier neighbur, 
the one return has been lessened, and 
the other increased. 

During this period of depression, 
the digests of some counties have 
shown a decrease of 40 per cent, and 
these returns have been approved by 
the state commissioner. 

Incidentally, the effect of the law 
has been to produce larger returns. 
Property left off the tax books has 
been restored. When men of prop- 
erty have died, and their inheritance 
tax returns have shown securities un- 
returned, payment has been exacted, 
and interest. 

When this law went into effect, the 
United, States census showed that tax- 
payers in various counties réturned 
their property from 16 per cent of 
their value to 100 per cent of their 
value, according to. where they lived. 
To permit such a condition to exist 
is unthinkable. 

An effect of the law, more useful, 


‘more beneficial and more essential to 


the welfare of the people of Georgia 
than any other virtue it possesses, 
is to teach economy and make them 
pay more heed to their own business. 
It is delightful to appropriate money, 
but hard to pay it.

Denying all, his claims for a new 
trial, the Georgia supreme court, Mon- 


day, affirmed the death sentence im- 
posed by the ap mag superior court 
on Glen M. Hudson, Dougherty coun- 
ty farmer, who was convicted recently 
of killing his two stepsons, Robert and 
Isiah Temple, age 4 and 9 years; Only 
executive clemency can save Hudson 
from the gallows unless his attorneys 
succeed in obtaining an order to take 
the case to the United States supreme 
court, 

Jludson, according to evidence in- 
troduced at the trial, killed his two 
stepsons early on the morning of July 
12, 1921, to keep from supporting 
them. His wife, Mrs. Bennie Temple 
Hudson, who was charged jointly with 
the murder of the two boys, was ac- 
guitted. Hudson was sentenced to be 
hanged November 18, last year, but 
his execution was stayed when his at- 
torneys appealed to the higher court. 


Notable Murder. 


_ The crime attracted considerable in- 
tcrest throughout the eutire country 
ant feeling against Hudson wag so 
pronounced that he was moved from 
the Albany jail to Macon for safe keep- 
ing. Both boys were found dead by 
reighbors in the Hudson home early in 
the morning, with their bodies show- 
ing evidence of a severe beating and 
bullet holes through their heads. Mr. 
ania Mrs, Hudson, who were in Albany 
when the bodies were discovered, were 
arrested on their return to the farm. 
The evidence showed that Hudson was 
the last to leave the farm house that 
moining, his wife having gone some 
distance away to get into a buggy to 
await her husband. | 

The supreme court held in affirming 
the sentence that one who hears a con- 
versation between husband and wife, 
‘when the conversation is revelant, may 
testify what he heard. Shep Bruno, a 
negro witness, in testifying for the 

rcsecution, had sworn that he heard 

udson tell Mrs. Hudson that he 
“didn’t have a house full of children 
to work himself to death for.” This 
ccnversation, the witness claimed, en- 
sued one morning when Mrs. Hudson | 
had implored her husband to go to 
work in order to provide food and 
clothing to her children. 

Sheriff O. F. Tarser, of Dougherty 
county, testified at the trial that Hud- 
son, while in the Macon jail, had told 
him certain details of the case after 
he had told Hudson that his wife had 
confessed to the crime. The supreme 
court ruled that statements of an in- 
eriminating character made by one ac- 
cused of crime are admissible in evi- 
dence if freely and voluntarily made, 
even though they be made to an officer 
while in his custody and induced by 
trickery, artifice or deception. 


Affidavits Fail. 


The higher court also held that 
wnere a mass of testimony is objegted 
to as a whole and part of it proves 
competent the objection is not well 
taken and that alleged newly-discov- 
ered evidence would not have changed 
the verdict of the lower court. 

Affidavits signed by J. W. Aiken, 
J. J. Tyson and G. B. Reynolds, which 
were introduced at the new trial hear- 
ing..were considered by the supreme 
curt as insufficient to change the ver- 
dict. These affidavits contained state 
ments from the signers that they had 
passed the Hudson home at ddybreak 
on the morning the crime was com- 
mitted and had seen Mrs. Hudson seat- 
ed in a buggy with a pleasant expres- 
sion on her face, which indicated that 
nothing unusual had occurred and that 
Iiudson was seen leading a mule out 
of a barn.

OF KIMBALL JAILED 


Columbus, Ga., June 19.—Two men 
are behind the bars in the Muscogee 
eounty jail today awaiting the meet- 


ing of the Muscogee county grand jury 
Wednesday afternoon, which has peen 
called into 
General C, Frank McLaughlin to con- 
sider evidenee against them in con- 
neetion with the bombing of the home 
of Mayor J. Homer Dimon and send- 
ing of annonymous letters to city of- 
ficials, 

One of the men is Sergeant J. B. 
Kimball, and the other prisoner's 
nome is being withheld by the solic- 
itor. Whether the latter is to face 
trial in the superior court, depends 
on the action of the grand jury, while 
Sergeant Kimball will be given a pre- 
liminary hearing before Recorder 
Flournoy tomorrow morning. Provided 
the preliminary hearing of the soldier 
does not find it advisable to hold him 
to a higher court, then action by the 
grand jury will be asked, according 
to the authorities. In his announce- 
ment that he had called the special 
session of the grand jury, Solicitor- 
General McLaughlin declared: 

‘The grand jury will make a thor- 
ough and exhaustive investigation 
into every phase of the bombing of 
Mayor Dimon’s home. If necessary 
the body wil]l meet from day to day 
for an indefinite period of time to se- 
cure every possible detail in connec- 
tion with the affair and bring to 
justice the persons guilty of the out- 
rage. 

“IT am devoting practically all my 
time to the investigation of the bomb- 
ina, and a great deal of evidence has 
been secured. This will be submit- 
ted to the grand jury, and we intend 
to make a long and continuous probe 
in an effort to clear up the situation.”

Ubautauqua, N. 2., June ly.—w nile 
the sixteenth biennial conyention of 
the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs does not open its formai busi- 
ness sessions until. Wednesday, many, 
of the individual leaders have arrived 
and informal discussion ‘among them 
indicate that ‘the two main themes 
for consideration by the convention 
-will be child welfare and citizensnip. 

The important issue under the first 
head will be the recent. court decision 
that the child labor legislation whiche 
would control interstate commerce in 


goods made by child labor is uncon- | 


stitutional. Whether the convention 
will vote to make this matter one to 
be worked on by the general federa- 
tion through its department of legis- 
lation or delegated to the individual 


states is, of course, uncertain as yet ° 


The phase of citizenship which is 
considered of paramount importance, 
according to advance comment, is the 
education of the women in the duties 
of citizenship and its demand upon 
patriotism and in the fact that civics 
and politics are not necessarily ident- 
ical, but that when citizenship does 
involve participation in politics then 
the duty of the women is to sacri- 
fice, if necessary, their personal pre- 
ference to remain aloof. The fact 
that a member of the Georgia delega- 
tion, Mrs. Alonzo Richardson, is 
chairman of the division of citizenship 
training for the national organization 
means therefore that she will be a 
leader in some of the federation’s most 
important deliberations. 

Georgia Delegates Busy. 

Mrs. James E. Hays, of Montezuma, 
president of the Georgia Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, presided at the 
first meeting Monday morning of the 
Georgia delegation to the biennial, the 
mveeting held at Hotel Athenaeum, 
Georgia headquarters. The business 
was the appointment of committees 
and general plans for the campaign to 
elect Mrs. Hays corresponding secre- 
tary to the national organization and 
the bringing of the 1923 convention to 
Atlanta with the Atlanta Woman's 
club as the hostess organzation. It is 


| 


repored that St. Louis and San An- 
tonio will aise work for the next con- 
vention and that New York state, 
Pennsylvania, Florida and Ohio will 
put out candidates for national office. 
The Georgia women expect, therefore, 
no easy campaign in either line They 
have begun already to spread broad- 
cast their propaganda by word of 
mouth, through literature and badges. 
The Georgia watermelon, which is 
used as a pin, is being eagerly sought 
after by the delegates from every- 
where, but the Georgia women are 
making these souvenirs “the price of 
a vote.” Already with the conven- 
tion not yet formally begun the songs 
of the Georgia delegation are heard 
wherever a few are gathered togeth- 
er and special “stunts” are planned 
which are still a dark secret. .

Transmitting stations are classified according to ‘the nature of the 
General public service, limited commer. 
cial, experimental, school and college stations, special amateur, general 
amateur and restricted amateur stations. 

Genera] public service stations are those which conduct a paid 
commercial business such as the ship and shore stations. 
mercial] stations conduct special services such as communication be- 
tween fixed points, trans-oceanic service or broadcasting. Experimental 
stations are conducted by engineers for the purpose of developing 
special apparatus for radio communication. 
are licensed in inland regions for amateur relay work where interfer- 
ence with ship to shore service is not probable. 
tions are located more than five nautical miles from any government 
radio stations white amateur stations within that distance of any gov- 
ernment station are restricted in power ro one-half kilowatt. 

The international convention has assigned certain groups of call let- 
ters to each nation for designating the various radio stations controlled 
All combinations of call letters beginning with “W” 
and most of those beginning with “K” are assigned to the United States. 
In addition the combinations beginning with “N” are reserved for the 
For example “KDOW” is the American steam- 
ship America and “NAH” is the call of the Brooklyn navy yard. 

Call letters beginning with “W” or “K” are assigned only to com- 
mercial stations while the call letters of the experimental, school and 
amateur stations are prefixed by the numeral indicating the radio dis- 
trict in which the amateur or experimental station is located.

Your hook-up is all right, and 
it will not be necessary for you 
to use a variable condenser in 
the ground lead unless your aerial 
is over 150 feet long. 


Radio Editor: I have a vario- 
coupler and a crystal getector. My 
aerial is 150 feet long and about 100 
feet above the ground. I have also 
*phone condensers. For the first few 
days I heard very well, and now there 
is a constant loud buzzing sound, I 
hear code and music very faint, for 
the buzzing drowns it out. What is 
the trouble? ae 

Possibly your aerial is parallel 
with a power line, or maybe you 
mean a crackling and crashing 
sound itstead of a buzzing 
sound. If it is the latter it is the 
summer pest—static. If a power 
line is the cause your trouble may 
be remedied by removing your 
aerial as far away as possible 
and at right angles to the line. 

About the only way you can re- 

duce static with your set is to 

use as loose coupling as is pos- 
sible for the reception of signals 
or concerts,

CHIEF JUSTICE TAFT 
AT PILGRIMS’ BANQUET 


London, June 19.—(By the Asosci- 
ated Press)—Britain’s foremost states- 
men, jurists and lawyers and a great 
body of American friends joined in an 


impressive reception to William How- 
ard Taft, chief justice of the United 
States, on his first public appearance 
in England tonight.

Laft is held by English people.

That delivery closed at 22.70 
beri - general market closing firm at a new advance of 70 to 75 

The market opened firm at an advance of 24 to 30 points on the 
higher Liverpool cables and bullish British trade advices. There was 
a good deal of realizing by old longs which caused moderate reactions 
from time to time during the day, but trade buying was reported 
while,there was covering by sellers of last week and fresh commission 
house buying on the setbacks. - This demand proved sufficient to ab- 
sorb all offerings and contracts became scarce during the middle of 
the afternoon when buying was stimulated by private reports of 
floods at Paris, Texas, and more numerous complaints of boll weevil. 
There algo were bullish reports from southern spot markets on the 
advance which extended to 22.99 for July and 22.62 for December or 
86 to 89 points above last week’s final quotations. 

The close was a few points off frem the best under profit taking. 
Private cables received here from Liverpool reported an increased 
trade demand for both spot cotton and futures in the English market 
and foreign trade interests were credited with buying in both the 
American futures markets and the spot markets of the south. Tele- 
grams were received here from several points in the belt claiming 
that there was a good inquiry for spot cotton and that business was 
only restricted by poor selections.

NAVY MONEY BIL 
DASCED IN SENATE 


Vain Move to Withdraw 
Marines From Haiti, San 
Domingo and Nicaragua 
Features Debate. 


Washington, June 19.—The annual 
naval appropriation bill earrying ap- 
proximately $295,450,000 and provid- 
ing for an enlisted personnel of 86,- 
000 men, was passed late today by 
the senate and sent to conference 
with the house. | 

Action on the enlisted personnel, 
now about 115,000, is final as the 
senate accepted the house decision 
and the question will not come before 
the conferees. who will deal princi- 
pally with senate increases of about 
$44,000,000 over the house bill. No 
effort was made to reduce the enlist- 


ed personnel. 

Unsuecessful efforts tu end Ameri- 
can occupation of Haiti, the Domini- 
can republic and Nicaragua and to 
launch a congressional investigation 
of navy administration, marked the 
final day’s debate. An amendment 


by Senator King, democrat, Utah, 
providing for withdrawal of Ameri- 
can marines from the two republics 
and Nicaragua, December 31, next, 
was rejected, 42 to 9. after lengthy 
debate in which the American policy 
of intervention was both attacked and 
defend J. 
Haitian Problem. 


Investigation of naval administra- 
tion was proposed by Senator Mc- 
Cormic’, republican, Illinois, but his 
resolution drew objection from Sen- 
ator Dial, democrat, South Carolina, 
and was referred to the naval com- 
mittee. Another amendment by Sen- 
ator King to cut the marine corps 
from 19,500 men to 17,500 men, way 
reject . without a record vote. 

Supporters of the King withdrawal 
amendmen. declared that American 
intervention in Haiti, Santo Domingo 
and Nicaragua was causing feeling in 
Latin-America and also in Europe 
against the United States. Senators, 
McCormick, republican, Illinois, Pom- 
erene; democrat, Ohio, and Oddie, re- 
publican, Nevada, of the senate com- 
mittee investigating Haitian affairs 
on the other hand _ said intervention 
was necessary to aid the Haitiais in 
establishing an orderly government 
and denied that a permanent policy 
of occupation was involved. 

Americans with business intecest in 
Haiti, Senator Borah, republican, 
Idaho, and others declared, were de- 
sirous of continuing Amerizan con- 
tre: He and other supporters of the 
(‘ng amendment tlayed the man.wr m 
which the new dn'‘tian constitution 
was adopted. 

Would Mean War. 


S+nator Pomevrei.e declared it wor:'d 
be “little short of a q@rime” to t»r- 
minate American ameediiin in Haiti 
so soon, while Senator Oddie charged 
that German propaganda in support 
of Amevican withdrawal had been cir- 
culated by interests in German owned 
prope. in Haiti. Senators Oddie 
and Pomerene asserted civil war and 
revolutions probably would result 
from American withdrawal. 

Senator Borah declared tbat “all 
Central America and manv South 
American nations are very much in 
opposition to our policy in Haiti, 
Santo Domingo, Nicaragua and Gua- 
temala. Central Americans, he said, 
regarde.l intervention as an “in- 
vasion” and that the United States 
— to annex the countries occu- 
pied. 

American’ intervention, Senator 
Norris, republican, Nebraska, stated. 
was a “disgraceful page” in American 
history. 

Senator McCormick likened the 
situation to that in Cuba where he 
said American influence was being 
exerted to aid the Cuban people.

BUS CONTROL BILL 
BE DRAFTED TODAY 


A bill will be drafted today for 
presentation to the legislature at its 
next session which will, in effect. set 
the gage of battle between the short- 
line railroad interests of Georgia and 
the bus line interests. I. JH. Hill, 
secretary of the Short-Line Railway 
Association of Georgia; J. A. J. Hen- 
derson,. president of the asgociation, 
both executives of the Ocilld South- 
ern railway, and H. J. Quincey, of 
Ocilla, general counsel for the asso- 
ciation and chairman of its legislative 
committee, will draft the bill. 

Mr. Hill has been in Atlanta since 
Sunday making: arrangements for a 
session of the Short-ine Railway As- 
sociation of Georgia to be held at the 
Kimball house Wednesday. Mr. Hen- 
derson and Mr. Quincey will arrive 
Tuesday morning. Other members of 
the association reached the city Mon- 
day to attend the railroad rate in- 
vestigation. Mr. Hill stated that he 
was assured of a full representation 
of the twenty-eight railroads of the 
state who are members of the asso- 
ciation and had further been advised 
that others of the total of thirty- 
nine in fhe state would be repre- 
sented. # 

_ Mr. Hill intimated that the short- 
line railroads of the state within a 
very short time may be confronted 
with the necessity of discontinuing 
all passenger service, without regard 
to existing lawg governing the sery- 
ice. Such action, he said. will have 
to be taken simply as a measure of 
self-preservation. 

_ “The public highways are now be- 
Ing used by bus lines,” he said, “prac- 
tically free of charge, to transport 
passengers whose patronage is need- 
ed by the railways. It has come to 
a situation that demands immediate 
settlement. Either the railways of 
the state must go out of the short 
haul passenger business, or the bus 
line competition must be disposed of. 
The legislature will have to decide the 
issue. 


DENIES ‘COMBINE 
OF BIG INTERESTS 


Washington, June 19.—Existence of 
uf a “combination’ of bDunking, rail- 
Loud and industrial interests domi- 
nating industry aud deiiating labor, 
eharged iecentiy by W. Jett Lauck, 
representative of railroad unions, was 
deried before the senate interstate 
commerce committee today by L. F. 
Iwree, president of the L’elaware and 
Hudson. The same changes were de- 
nied a fortnight ago before the com- 
mittee by Daniel Willard, chairman of 
the Baltimore and Ohio bward. 

Mr. Loree described Mr. Lauck’s 
charges as “misleading,” containing 
many errors of fact and erroneous 
deductions,” and “not worthy to be 
considered as a serious contribution 
of elucidation of the railroad prob- 
lem.” 

“I most emphatically’ deny,” said 
Mr. Loree, “that i am a ante. or 
ever have been a party, to any com- 
bination o: understunding of any sort, 
which tends or is intended to secure 
uniformity or concert in managing, 
directing, finanein,, or operating the 
railroads of the United States or any 
froups of railroads I do not know 
of any existence of such combina- 
tion or understanding.” ' 

The witness emphasized that the 
interstate commerce commission and 
uther public agencies had power under 
the transnertation act to control and 
prevent .nterlocking of interests. 

Referring to a list of 25 promi- 
nent men named by Mr. «.auck as con- 
nected with the alleged “ombination,” 
Mr. Eoree said these were not men 
“with joint or even common interests 
or financial or political or social af- 
filiations.” 

“To those who know anything of 
théir activities,” he added, “it is 
absurd to suggest that the men in 
this list are bound together for any 
purpose whatever, gr that their -en- 
deavors are united in gny common 
purpose or project.”

Wheeler, “is ar affront to every friend 
of orderly government. e eight- 
teenth amendment was adopted by a 
larger majority of the states than any 
other part of the constitution. Yet 
o¢ Wet organizations chalicnge our 
rivht te pave it enforced. ‘Lhat issue 
must be inet dere and row if orderly 
geverument is tc en-lure 

*“‘Jhe first point vf atiuck is to meet 
the wet propaganda. Our opponents 
have the advantage at this point, for 
the unusual th-ng is tu: best news 
for tne public press Worer a.man 
gets drunk or violstes the law under 
prohibitien, that makes a good news 
item. It is not an acceptable news 
‘tem to remind the publi: each morn- 
ing that 999 out of every 1,000 do 
not get drunk or violate the law. 

“Under national prohivition when- 
ever a United States senator or the 
president of a state bac association 
cordemns prohibition and champions 
personal ‘iberty, it is news, not be- 
cause it is true, but because it is so 
out of the ordinary. The press prints 
it just as it does the account of a 
murder or hold-up. ‘This does not 
mean that we question the right of 
zny citizen to give the reasons why 
the eighteenth amendment uld be 
repealed. We = question fhe right, 
however, of anyone to defy. it or to 
envourage those who are violating the 
law, or tO advocate amendments to 
the law that make it estirely non- 
enforceable. 

“The next issue that must be fought 
out is the one presented by the As- 
sociation Against the Prohibition 
Amendment. Its avowed purpose is, 
firet, to ftepeal the national probibi- 
tion aet; second, turn ovee prohibition 
enforcement entirely to the states: 
third, a beer and wine amendment. If 
the national prohibition act is re- 
pealed there will be.no law to enforce 
the eighteenth amendment. The su- 
preme court held that it was the 
duty of congress tu pass an enforce. 
ment law. Congress did its duty but/ 
these wet organizations demand the 
law’s repeal If the stute is given 
role power to enforce prubibition, we 
will be just- where we were before 
the eighteenth amendment was adopt- 

. e wet states would remain wet 
in spite of the constitution. This 
proposed program means a complete 
subversion of the vonstitution. 

“The moral forcee and the law-abid- 
ing element of the nation must fight 
it to the bitter end. If the plan to 
legalize the. sale of light wine and 
beer succeeds, the law will be made 
a farce. Chief Justice Taft, a former 
opponent of prohibition, has declared 
that ‘any such loop-hole ‘as light wine 
and beer would make the amendment 
a laughing stock.’ ,
